‘WAR, NOT FOOTBALL’ 


POSTGAME RIOT LEAVES 74 DEAD, 
MORE THAN 1,000 INJURED IN EGYPT

CAIRO Seventy-four people were killed and 
at least i,ooo injured on Wednesday when 
Egyptian soccer fans staged a pitch invasion 
in the city of Port Said, in what a deputy min- 
ister called the biggest disaster in the nation’s 
soccer history 

Violence at soccer matches across north 
Africa has increased significantly since po- 
litical unrest began sweeping the region more 
than a year ago, and one player described 
Wednesday’s riot as “a war, not football.” 

Angry politicians and sports officials de- 
cried a lack of security at the match between 
Port Said team al-Masry and Al Ahli, one of 
Egypt’s most successful clubs, and blamed the 
nation’s leaders for allowing— or even caus- 
ing— the tragedy 


Some enraged Egyptian politicians ac- 
cused officials still in their jobs after the fall 
of President Hosni Mubarak of complicity in 
the tragedy or at least of allowing a security 
vacuum in which violence has soared since 
last year’s revolution. 

“This is unfortunate and deeply saddening. 
It is the biggest disaster in Egypt’s soccer his- 
tory,” Deputy Health Minister Hesham Shei- 
ha told state TV 

Eield Marshal Mohamed Hussein Tantawi, 
the head of Egypt’s ruling military council, 
ordered two helicopters be sent to Port Said 
to fly out some of the visiting Al Ahli soccer 
team and its fans, military sources said. 

The helicopters would transfer the injured 
to military hospitals, the sources said. 

Egypt’s top Muslim cleric called the events 


POLITICAL CONNECTION 

Many of the fans involved in Wednesday’s 
riot were hard-line supporters of the Al Ahli 
team who fought during last year’s revolu- 
tion with police, one of the most hated arms 
of former President Hosni Mubarak’s state. 
These “ultras” again battled with police in 
and around Cairo’s Tahrir Square late last 
year in protests calling for the military to 
hand over power to civilians immediately. 


a massacre that violated the words and teach- 
ings of Islam. 

Witnesses said fighting began after Ahli 
fans unfurled banners insulting Port Said and 
one descended to the pitch carrying an iron 
bar at the end of the match, which al-Masry 
won 3-1. 

Al-Masry fans reacted by pouring onto 
the pitch and attacking Ahli players before 
turning to the terraces to attack rival sup- 


porters, including “ultra” al Ahli fans who 
played a leading role in Egypt’s revolution 
last year. 

Most of the deaths were among people who 
were trampled in the crush of the panicking 
crowd or who feU from terraces, witnesses 
and health workers said. 

Many fans died in a subsequent stampede, 
while some were flung off their seats onto 
the pitch and were killed by the fall. Mean- 
while, rioting fans fired flares straight into the 
stands. 

“This is not football. This is a war and 
people are dying in front of us. There is no 
movement and no security and no ambulanc- 
es,” Ahli player Mohamed Abo Treika told 
his club’s TV channel. “I call for the premier 
league to be canceled. This is horrible situa- 
tion and today can never be forgotten.” 

State TV reported that Egypt’s football 
federation had indefinitely suspended pre- 
mier league matches.

LOVE, PEACE &

Chicagoans— along with the rest of the nation— took time to re- 
member Don Cornelius, the honey-voiced host of “Soul Train/^ 
after reports of his death surfaced Wednesday mornii^. 

“Don Cornelius is a cultural artifact in America,” said Che 
“Rhymcfcst” Smith, a Chicago-based musician and former alder- 
manic candidate, ^‘He's also a pioneer of black television and the 
building of community through music*” 

Cornelius' impact, and the impact of “Soul Train, "which got its 
start in a tiny WCTU studio in the Chicago Board of Trade build- 
ing in 1970^ was undeniable. The show featured groundbreaking 
elements for the time, young black men and women dancing and 
listening to performances of artists such as Gladys Knight and Al 
Green* The line dance on ^'Soul Train” became a set piece, with 
celebrities like Nick Cannon, Rosie Perez and Walter Payton ap- 
pearing. Cornelius, a former radio DJ, ended each broadcast with 
his signature line: '"We wish you love, peace and soul.” 

News reports Wednesday said Cornelius, 75, was found dead of 
an apparent suicide in L.A. It was not immediately known why 
Cornelius may have taken his own life, although he was said to 
have been in failing health in recent years, Reuters reported. 

On'TOdnesday, the responses from celebrities and fans poured in. 

Chicago artist Common tweeted: 'A true pioneer and trailblaz- 
er to the biz! llianks Don for everything!” 

Also on Twitter, Smashing Pumpkins frontman and C^hicago 
native Billy Corgan said: “Sad to hear about the passing of Don 
Cornelius of Soul Train fame. Grateful to him that he turned me 


on to so much great music,” 

Cornelius' Chicago roots— which included his formative years 
living on the South Side and his later recognition with a street here 
named in his honor— conjured memories from local musicians, 
politicians and everyday fans, 

“I was blessed to have known Don over the years, and he was an 
unceasing and tireless supporter of my work* But, more than all of 
this, Don was a personal friend,” the Rev* Jesse Jackson Sr* said in 
a statement to the media, “A part of my soul has traveled with him 
today* My love, thoughts and prayers are with his family” 

Chicagoan Garrard McClendon, host of “Garrard McClendon 
Live” and a Chicago State University professor, said his memories 
of Cornelius and “Soul Train” were so rich he hardly knew where 
to begin memorializing them. 

“Here's a small little local show in Chicago practically done in a 
studio the size of a small locker room,” McClendon said. Corne- 
lius ^"gets credit for mainstreaming soul music and soul music art- 
ists. ... Pm crying this morning. Pm Like, no, this did not happen.” 

Rhymefest said he would go home and watch his rare DVDs of 
early “Soul Train” episodes in Cornelius' honor. 

And Neal Sabin, president of content and networks at Weigel 
Broadcasting, which owns the network where “SoulTfain” got its 
start, said WCIU plans to memorialize Cornelius with a mara- 
thon of vintage “Soul Train” episodes Saturday night. Other net- 
works also announced special programming. 

Sabin personally remembers watching the show growing up. 

“My memories of the show are of a suburban white kid growing 
up in Skokie seeing a whole new world on television,” he said. “It 
was a phenomenon.” ggarvey@tribune.com i @gcgarvey

A Faccbook page inviting Chicagoans to 
create a Soul Train line in ’Wicker Park had 
more than 300 RSVP responses as of 9 p.m. 
Wednesda)^ Forty-five minutes later^ there 
were about ijo people on the scene, accord- 
ing to a Tribune photographer there, 

Chicago DJ Mario Jeffries, who spins as Dr, 
Mario, organized the invitation in memory ol^ 
Don Cornelius, the ho stoT^ Soul Train” whose 
death was reported Wednesday 

Cornelius and “Soul Train” were trending 
on Twtter all day, and condolences and mem- 
ories poured in from celebrities and those 
who had grown up watching the Saturday- 
alternoon music show, 

Jeffries figured he could do his part to 
spread the joy he got from “Soul Train” by or- 
ganizing the line dance between Crocodile’s 
and People’s Txiungc on Milwaukee Avenue* 
“First off, it will be fun,” Jeffries said* And 
“I think that it will be a good show of celebra- 
tion for [Cornelius’! life and legacy”

Cornelius partnered with John Johnson and 
Johnson Products, another black-owned 
Chicago institution, as an early sponsor for 
the show.

After years of a free ride courtesy of a clout-lad- 
en deal, Lollapalooza might have to start p^dng 
Cook County taxes. 

Commissioners voted Wednesday to require 
organizers of events such as the giant summer 
lakefront music festival to come to the County 
Board for approval of a long-running tax break. 

'llie org^izers have had county and city 
amusement taxes Avaived since relaunching Lol- 
lapalooza in Crant Park in 2005. It was part of a 
deal brokered with the help of lobbyist Robert 
Vanccko — a nephew of then-Mayor Richard 
Daley 

NowTexas-based concert promoter C3 Events 
TJX" will have to ask commissioners to continue 
the county portion of that perk. The tax break 
was to help get the expensive-to-produce music 
festival off the ground, Txillapalooza has sold a lot 
of tickets since then and has established itself as 
a premier music weekend each August, 


Commissioner Bridget Cameras measure re- 
quires events that generate more than §150,000 
in amusement tax revenue for the cash-strapped 
county to ask the board to waive the county tax. 

“I think we should see it as a success that no 
longer needs government support going for- 
ward/^ Gainer said of Lollapalooza, which drew 
about 270,000 people in Augtist 2011. 

Lollapalooza would have brought in about 
$350,000 in county amusement taxes in 2011 
based on 1.5 percent of ticket revenue, said 
Gainer (D-Chicago). 

Instead of paying the tax, T^ollapalooza pro- 
moters have made an annual contribution to 
the Chicago Park District's nonprofit Parkways 
Foundation, Gainer was a member of the Park- 
ways board when that agreement was reached, 
and she said the idea was not for the tax break 
to remain in place long term* 

Until now, the amusement tax exemption has 
been granted through the county Revenue De- 


partment without the commissioners consider- 
ing it. 

'Fhe measure to change that was approved 
16-0. County Board President Toni Preckwin- 
kle said she would wait to see the proposal Lol- 
lapalooza organizers submit for 2012 but that 
she is “inclined to agree” with Gainer. 

J'he festivaks city amusement tax exemption 
continues. Mayor Emanuel’s brother, Ari, has 
financial ties to C3, and the mayor has said an 
independent panel should look into the city’s 
arrangement with the company. 

On Wednesday Emanuel spokeswoman Sar- 
ah Hamilton said the mayor will create an “inde- 
pendent third party” to review C3’s application. 

“The organizers have not yet appHed for an 
exemption with this administration, but if and 
when the City receives the 2012 application, 
you can be sure that we will thoroughly review it 
with an eye toward protecting taxpayers,” Ham- 
ilton said in an email.

January ended Tuesday with 40 homicides in Chicago, up 
43 percent from 28 homicides recorded in January 2011, 
a RedEye analysis of preliminary police data found. 

However, as of Wednesday afternoon, Chicago has 
not seen a homicide since Jan. 24, when a 39 -year-old 
woman was shot to death in Washington Park. 

This is the first time RedEye’s homicide tracker has not 
had a homicide to report on in the previous week since it was 
created three years ago. 

No homicides have been recorded so far in Eebruary Twen- 
ty-five homicides were logged in Eebruary 2011, according to 
RedEye data. 




Aging lion put down at zoo

The father of five cubs since arriving 
there, he cut a regal figure with his ample mane. 

“He would often be seen lying on the top of 
the large boulders of the exhibit where he could 
survey his territory and monitor his pride,” said 
Mark Kamhout, zoological manager. 

“Guests of all ages would flock to the lion 
exhibit when Adelor began roaring as he an- 
nounced his territory several times a day He 
was a wonderful leader of the pride and was 
very protective and affectionate of the fe- 
males under his care.”

The 
lion house, an architectural gem and one of 
the oldest buildings at the zoo, is a particu- 
larly popular space. 

Adelor often parked himself prominently 
on a rock to view proceedings and would add 
to the merriment by roaring loudly, often dur- 
ing speeches and toasts. 

His death leaves just one African lion at the 
zoo, Myra, a 15-year-old female. Zoo officials 
said they are working with a national consor- 
tium of zoos to locate likely candidates that 
could be brought to Lincoln Park to take up 
residence with Myra.

D Afghan combat 
work to end in 2013 

The U.S. and its allies will formally 
change their military mission in 
Afghanistan to training and advis- 
ing Afghan troops next year, a shift 
meant to extricate the alliance 
from a combat role after more 
than a decade of war, Defense 
Secretary Leon Panetta said 
Wednesday. 

Panetta outlined the mission 
shift on his way to Brussels for 
talks at NATO headquarters, not- 
ing that U.S. combat troops would 
still remain until the end of 2014, 
as previously announced, but 
mainly in a support role as Afghan 
forces assume responsibility for 
fighting the insurgency.

Pfizer recalls birth control pills 
after possible placebo mixup 


D BOSTON Pfizer is reacliing out directly 
to women consumers to warn them 
about its U.S. recall of i million paclcets of 
birth control pills as concerns mounted that 
a manufacturing error could raise the lisk of 
unplanned pregnancies. 

The world’s largest drugmalcer recalled 
14 lots of Lo/Ovral-28 and 14 lots of the generic 
counterpart Norgestrel and Ethinyl Estradiol 
late Tuesday, prompting panicl^ed exchanges 
on social media site such as Twitter. 

Litigators began soliciting new clients 
who may have suffered health problems or 
unplanned pregnancy as a result. 

“Unfortunately this manufacturing error 


diminishes people’s confidence in an extremely 
important and safe method of contraception,” 
said Dr. Vanessa Cullins, vice president 
for external medical affairs at the Planned 
Parenthood Eederation of America. 

Cullins noted this version of birth control 
has been in use for decades and remains safe 
and effective. 

Pfizer said Wednesday that the error may 
have been limited to 30 paclcets of the birth 
control pills, in which the “placebo” tablets 
talcen at the beginning of a woman’s menstrual 
cycle were placed in the wrong order with the 
pills that contain the contraceptive’s active 
ingredient. 


The placebo pills, which are a different color 
from the active tablets, were placed in the 
blister paclc out of order during the automated 
paclcaging process in a few random paclcets 
manufactured throughout 2011, company 
spolceswoman Kristen Neese said. 

Pfizer was alerted to the problem when 
a consumer noticed a miscolored pill in the 
middle of a paclc, she said. All lots possibly 
affected were recalled, the problem was fixed 
and prevention measures now are in place, she 
said. 

The company now is using social media and 
video messages on its website to notify women 
of the recall.

The program allowed businesses to show off 
360 -degree views of their interiors just as 
StreetView does for their facades, company 
spokesperson Deanna Yick said. 

Austin Harvey a manager at the pub, said 
he wasn’t around the day Google came in to 
capture the panorama. And though he said a 
baseball beatdown in progress might not be 
the best representation of the bar during a 
season opener, it might be fitting. 

“It seems like the perfect encapsulation 
of Cubs fandom— a 360 -degree view of this 
rather unfortunate game,” he said. “You have 
to view something like that with a grain of hu- 
mor. Hope always springs eternal for another 
{season}.”

Devouring dime wings 
tougher than ever 


By Lisa Arnett i redeye 
Mondays typically are one of the slowest 
nights of the week for a bar, but at The Rail 
in Ravenswood, every table is full, with 
more customers waiting for a seat. The/re 
all piling in for the pub’s jumbo chicken 
wings covered in made-from-scratch bar- 
becue sauce at the oh-so-cheap price of 
lo cents apiece. 

Promotions such as lo-cent wings are 
a loss leader, meaning they’re sold below 
cost to stimulate the sale of other items, 
such as Hquor. 

“We pay 33 cents per frozen wing,” gen- 
eral manager Karl Southard said. “By the 
time you put the celery blue cheese and 
the ranch, you’re out of a lot of money 
There’s no way you could do it for 10 cents 
[and still profit}.” 

The regular price for The Rail’s wings 
are $8.50 for 12 wings, which breaks down 
to about 71 cents per wing. 

Even with the enhanced liquor sales that 
lo-cent wing nights yield, only a handful of 


local bars have preserved that price point 
in recent years, and rising poultry costs 
and a generally sluggish economy could be 
to blame. 

West Town bar Cleos’ long-running 
10 -cent wing deal was upped to 25 cents 
about two years ago. 

“It was really digging into the pockets to 
try and sell them for 10 cents,” said server 
Maggie Ednie, who has worked at the bar 
for five years. 

Over the past decade working at Hawk- 
eye’s in University Village, manager Chris 
Delgado has seen the bar’s wing deal prices 
slowly increase from 10 cents to the cur- 
rent deal of 35 cents. 

“We had to bring in more [staff} and use 
more fryers because we were getting really 
busy,” he said, adding that when food deals 
are extremely cheap, they don’t always 
draw the stay-and-drink customers the bar 
wants to serve. “You get a customer that 
just wants to order wings and a water.”

Sauce: Buffalo or barbe- 
cue, the choice is yours. 

The buffalo isn’t going to 
be hot enough to satisfy 
most wing nuts, but you can 
always ask for hot sauce. 

We would have hoped for 
a meatier wing, but at least 
they weren’t drowning in 
sauce.
